BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 10.—Gen. Dellepiane, commander of the forces opposing the strikers, * 
has assumed a military dictatorship and has taken over all the forces of the government. This 
action, it was explained, in no wise constitutes a measure unfriendly to President Irigoyen. 
Sen. Dellepiane’s assumption of dictatorial powers followed two serious attempts by strikers 
to capture police headquarters. He has assumed the functions of the ministers of War, the Navy 
land the Interior, making himself supreme commander. His supporters say he is exerting all the 
forces at his disposal for, and not against, the government. . 
According to Gen. Dellepiane’s aides, he took action because of the government’s reluctance 
to use force sufficient to end the trouble. It is understood Gen. Dellepiane has taken the place of 
former Minister of War Gonzales, who was designated yesterday by President Irigoyen to act as

Sanguinary Fighting Marks Third Day of 
Berlin’s Second Revolution.

{ATLANTIC CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


BERLIN (via Copenhagen) Jan. 
8 (delayed.)—The third day of the 
second revolution finds the city in 
a state of utter disorganization and 
lawlessness. There are what might 
be called fortresses in various parts 
of the town with guns thundering 
and machine guns sputtering deadly 
missiles night and day, with now 
and then interruptions pf minutes 
or half hours at the best. Some of 
thes@ forts are held by the govern- 
ment, gome by the Spartacides, and 
some have changed hands twice and 
oftener within the last twenty-four 
hours. There have been sanguin- 
arf battles all night long in the 
newspaper district which ended with 
losses on the 
side and with Spartacides rema 
in possession of most of the build- 
ings until, noon today. 

It is said, however, that the gov- 
ernment’s attagk will be renewed 
this afternoon with field guns, as 
machine guns avail little against the 
heavy walls of these buildings de- 
hind which the Spartacides are al-

IS LIKE FAIRY TALE. 


GEN. SQUIER EXTOLIS RADIO- 
PHONE AS ONE OF GREAT- 
EST DEVICES OF WAR.

NEW YORK Jan. 10.—Marvels of 
aviation development in the United 
States during the war “more like 
a fairy tale than the statement of 
hard facts which it is in reality,” 
were described here tonight by Maj.- 
Gen. George O, Squier, Chief Signal 
Officer of the United Btates Army, 
in an address before the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineering. 

The radio-phone, an invention 
which enabled American air squad- 
ren commanders to direct and con- 
trel by voice the movements of in- 
dividual units, who in turn helped 
Allied artillerytnen to silence the 
German guns, was extolled as one 
of the greatest devices of the war. 

The production of 14,000 Liberty 
motors with an equivalent of 5,700,- 
000 horse power up to November_11, 
was cited- as another remarkable 
achtevement and the motor itself 
as “an accomplishment in construc- 
tive imagination and farsightedness

dred thousand of them are orphaned 
children, little more than babies, help- 
less, resourceless, hungry. Seventeen 
cents a day, five dollars a month, sixty 
dollars a year, will keep the breath of 
life in one of these emaciated bodies. 


If this were the end of the story, ap- 
peal would be useless.
